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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicanrs Amendment filed 1 0/1 6/2004, responding to the OA of 008/1 2/2004, 
amended claims 21 and 42 and remarks from the applicant. 

Examiner accepts the amendment to claims 21 and 42, and thus, withdrawals 
objection to. claims 21 and 42. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicants arguments, see pages 15-19 of the amendment filed 10/16/2004, 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-43 been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3, 7, 14, 19, 23, 24, 28, 35, and 40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1, 3, and 7, 23, 24, 28 and 40 describe separate sets of context-free 
grammar, one of which is more appropriate for a selected application. Meteer et al. 
teach N-gram and context-free grammar but neither Meteer et al. nor Masataki teach 
singularly nor in combination using separate sets of context-free grammar, one of which 
is more appropriate for a selected task independent corpus combined to build a unified 
task dependent unified language model. 
No new art was found. 
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Dependent claims 2, and 4-6, 8-13, 25-34, and 41-43 are allowed since they 
further limit each of the respective independent claims 1, 3, and 7, 23, 24, 28 and 40 or 
their own parent claims. 

Claim 35 describes a second N-gram language model built from the task 
independent corpus, both first and second language models are combined to form a 
third N-gram language model, querying and identifying associated text in the task 
independent corpus. 

Meteer et al. teach a training set from N-gram and context free grammar and task 
independent N-gram adaptive model 

However, Meteer does not teach nor fairly suggest combining both a first and 
second language model from a task independent corpus to form a third N-gram 
language model or querying and identifying associated text in the task independent 
corpus. 

Masataki teach task independent N-gram adaptive model, but does not teach 
querying and identifying associated text in the task independent corpus. 

Neither Meteer et al. nor Masataki teach singularly nor in combination a second 
N-gram language model built from the task independent corpus, forming a third N-gram 
language model from both a first and second language model, which consists of word 
phrases and text from a task independent corpus, respectively. 

No new art was found. 

Dependent claims 36-39 are allowed since they further limit each of the 
respective independent claim 35 or their own parent claims.
